Lord Cecil stated the lim itatio n of 
lan d aerial forces was absolu tely es­ 
sen tial to the effective realization of 
iisarm a m e n t. 
Lord Cecil especially

Commander Ellsberg was in charge of the navy ’s effort 
n raise the sunken submarine S-51, which sank off Block 
Island a few y ears ago after being rammed by a steamer, 
fits book is the story of that job; and it tells a tale of hero- 
. ui and endurance that is almost incredible. 
Under him there were approx imately a score of divers— 
lavy enlisted men. 
These men were drawing the regular navy rate of pay - I 
,ood pay , as military service goes, but not comparable to | 
he earnings, say , of a first-rate carpenter or mechanic in 
civil life. 
They were all volunteers for the jobs they held; 
the navy can’t order any man below the surface against his 
will. 
Day after day , for many weeks, these men went about the 
most perilous job y ou can imagine. 
Their work took them 
110 feet below the surface of the water. 
They crawled into 
the sunken sub, through narrow hatches, trailing their life 
hues past machinery that could so easily entangle them and 
trap them forever; they lay on their backs an hour at a time, 
to burrow through the muck of the bottom beneath the sub’s 
null; they dared death in its most horrible form imaginable, 
time after time, cheerfully and without complaint— and all 
for a scant three or lour dollars a day ! 
i 
If y ou want to strengthen y our faith in the race, read that 
book. 
And, as y ou read it, relied on this: that while the 
story toid by Commander Ellsberg is an ex treme one, it onh 
ty pifies the sort of thing that happens every day in the y ear, 
in every city and town in the country . 
What does an employ er get when he hires a man? 
The 
mere performance of a job? 
Not at all. 
He gets his life.; 
Uncounted millions of men are giving every thing they have 
to jobs that y ield them a bare living 
giving it simply be­ 
cause there is something in the human heart that makes for 
long endurance, great bravery and unprotesting sacrifice. 
The sailors who went down to the S-51 gave more than 
most. 
Yet they are only sy mbols of the great average. Dike 
their fellow citizens ashore, they were doing the jobs they 
knew’ best for a few dollars a day — and putting into the do­ 
ing all the strength and courage that God gave them. 


A CARELESS NATION. 
America evidently still needs a lengthy course in safety 
education before it can handle a major holiday properly . 
Over the Labor Day week-end. 205 peopie were killed 
Ly accidents of various kinds. 
Some of these mishaps came in auto traffic. 
Others were 
due to fires, ex plosions, airplane crashes and 
the 
like. 
Drowning claimed, as usual, a number of lives. 
It’s too late to do any thing about it, of course. 
But the 
Hung to be remembered is the fact that nearly every one of 
„ hese 205 deaths was caused by carelessness 
carelessness 
jn the part of the victim or on the part of someone else. 
A nation that sacrifices 205 lives to carelessness when it 
makes a holiday is almost too careless to be trusted with 
holiday s.
